BG Hospital Board 
OKs Joint Hospital 


The Southwestern Palm Beach 
County Hospital Board, Governing 
Body of the Belle Glade Memorial 
Hospital, issued the follow 
press release today: 

The Southwestern Palm Beach| 
County Hospital Board «has, for 
many months, been engaged in an 
exhaustive study of a proposal to 
join with the Northwestern Palm 
Beach County Hospital Board for 
the purpose of erecting one fully 
accredited hospital to be located 
within ‘one half mile radius of the 
midway point of the City Limits 
of Pahokee and Belle Glade on 
State Road No. 715 (Bacom Poit). 
Such a'joint hospital would be fi- 
nanced by Federal Hill-Burton and 
tax funds. 

During this investigation, the 
Board has carefully weighed al! 
factors in connection with this pro- 
posal. The Board also has carefully. 
noted the sentiments of those tic- 
ponents and opponents of the Joint 
Hospital Plan who have expresscd 
themselves on this proposition. 

There have been many factors to 
consider in -attempting to reach 


because 
the subject with which we 
dealing vitally affects the live 
land wellbeing of the entire are 
it has not been taken lightly. After 
carefully weighing all the facts, it 
[is the considered opinion ‘of the 
Board that the Joint Hospital Plan 
would définitely be in the best in- 
terest of the residents of the 
Southwestern District. 

"In reaching this decision, the 
is well aware of the objec- 
tions posed by opponents to this 
plan, as well as the problems in- 
herent to such a joint' venture. It is 
the Board's firm belief, however, 
that benefits of a consolidated ven- 
ture greatly outweigh any accru- 
irig liabilities. In the final-analysis, 
the Joint Hospital Plan. would af- 
ford both. the Southwestern Dis- 
trict and the Northwestern Dis- 
trict one ideally located, fully ac- 
credited, well-equipped „hospital, 
with no accompanying increase іп 
taxation. 

The Board has little doubt that 
a new or expanded hospital could 
be obtained and located in the 
City of Belle. Glade. This, unfortu- 
nately, .would not completely 
answer our needs. Such a venture
